Report of School Board. 


Citizens of Sutton: 


We cheerfully submit the following report of the school work for 
the past year. The schools have enjoyed twenty-four weeks of 
school each, except the Poplar Div. which was necessarily shortened 
by sickness and intlement weather ; notwithstanding the limited 
number of weeks, this school made remarkable progress 

The outlook at the commencement of the school year did not war- 
rant the opening of this school, but later developements gave us 
renewed courage. New London having discontinued a school 
where our remote scholars had been attending, necessitated their 
conveyance and through the kindness and mterest of Mr. Dustin 

Perkins and the untiring efforts of those children in walking a long 
nae to meet the team of conveyance, we were enabled to main- 
tain a good school in that Division. The Burpee Division lacked 
a few days of having its full quota of school weeks. 

The schools have been very successful in honest work and should 
be commended for it, and parents should receive the same credit for 
interest, as shown by their numerous visits to the various schools. 

Teachers and members of your board of education, extend a cor- 
dial invitation to all to visit the school-rooms and see for yourselves 
what the young people are accomplishing by their daily efforts. 

It must be remembered that the progress on the part of the schools 
to extend their influence beyond the school-room to the family, is a 
stimulous for good reading matter, and the scholar should be fur- 
nished with such literature as will interest both pupil and parent and 
it is this union of the library that furnishes the best practical method 
of school extension. aid, when there is a progress in learning that 
results in intellectual growth in the homes, each one will be inspired 
and find that life is worth living in a sense never felt before. 1 


MORAL EDUCATION. 


We have endeavored to impress upon our teachers to educate the 


pupil to a moral responsibility and the developement of character 
which should keep pace with the intellect. The pupils must learn 
early in life to be honest with each other and then they =H be 
honest with their parents and the world. 
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REUNION. 

Our second re-union has fully established the fact by its marked 
success, that the mingling of the pupils has stimulated each school 
to work in a manner that will enable them to acquit themselves 
creditably. 

TEXT BOOKS. 

The town has always been generous in their appropriation and 
we have endeavored to expend the same in the most judicious man- 
ner. We have introduced Cyr’s Readers and Frye’s Geography. 

The Complet: Geography, gave such universal satisfaction that 
the middle classes also desired them, which necessitated an expen- 
diture beyond our appropriation, this excessive expenditure was 
somewhat reduced by returning the old books; it would have been 
much more reduced had the pupils cared for their books properly. 

The advantage to parents, by the town furnishing the text books 
is a great financial consideration and children or parents should 
consider themselves responsible for unnecessary mutilation. 


REPAIRS. 

The Burpee school-house has been thoroughly repaired. 

Having « new double floor, new desks and seats for teacher and 
pupils, the walls papered and painted and is a model of neatness 
and. convenience. The Old South school-house has been given 
two coats of paint, and the new blinds donated by Mr. George L. 
Brown, add much to the comfort of the pupils. and also to the 
exterior of the building. We wish to publicly thank the donor 
in behalf of the pupils and the town, for this generous gift. 


MEMORIAL DAY. 

The teachers and pupils in the several schools united their efforts 
and observed the Day in a manner befitting the occasion, distrib- 
uting wreaths and flowers at the different cemeteries upon the graves 
of our fallen heroes. and decorating the Soldier’s Monument with 
evergreens< flowers an flags, closing the day with appropriate ex- 
ercises around the Monument.
